June  21).  If  the  DHSS  in 
Northern  Ireland  is  reluctant  to 
get  down  to  the  nitty-gritty  of 
new  contract  cash  on  the  table 
until  the  Bill  receives  Royal 
Assent  (p56)  it  may  reasonably 
be    assumed    that  similar 


procrastination  might  surface  on 
the  mainland. 

Pharmacists  have  been 
debating  and  preparing  for  a 
"new  role"  for  years.  The  new 
contract,  the  independent 
Nuffield  Report  and  the  Primary 
Health  Care  paper  are  the  key  to 
making  a  reality  of  the  consensus 
slowly  being  reached.  But  for 
pharmacists,  no  less  than  for  any 
other  group  of  professionals,  the 
reality  is  cash. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
pharmacists  are  not  too 
disillusioned  and  cynical  about 
the  inability  of  Government  to 
deliver    the    medicine  for 


pharmacy.  PSNC's  long  felt 
scepticism  about  the  difficulties 
of  introducing  primary 
legislation  to  give  effect  to  the 
contract  —  when,  they  say, 
enabling  legislation  is  already  on 
the  Statute  Book,  has  again  been 
justified.  Pharmacists,  the 
patient  and  the  taxpayer  will 
suffer  from  the  shambles  created 
by  the  Government  lawyers' 
ineptitude  and  ministerial  faint- 
heartedness. 

Parallel  import  licensing  and 
control  has  long  exercised  the 
minds  of  the  DHSS.  The  vo7re 
face  announced  this  week  by  the 
Licensing  Authority  of  licence 
applications  previously  turned 
down  is  another  example  of 
bureaucratic  ineptitude.  As  with 
the  contract,  the  motivation  for 
all  parties  involved  is  cash. 

The  ritual  games  that  must  be 
played  to  grace  the  "system"  are 
just  a  diversion.

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Contract  held  up 
until  April  #87? 

Regulations  giving  effect  to  the  new  pharmacists'  contract  are 
unlikely  to  be  passed  before  January  1987,  it  has  become  clear 
this  week.  And  implementation  of  the  contract  could  well  be 
delayed  to  April  1.  1987,  the  beginning  of  the  next  NHS 
contractual  year. 


Pressure  of  business  in  the  House  oi  Lords 
means  that  the  NHS  (Amendment)  Bill  will 
not  get  Royal  Assent  until  late  October  at 
the  earliest,  after  going  through  in  a 
special  "overspill"  session  of  the  Lords. 

Amost  immediately  after  that  the  Lords 
will  rise,  then  reconvene  a  few  days  later 
for  the  new  Parliamentary  session,  the 
beginning  of  which  will  be  taken  up  with 
debating  the  Government's  new  legislative 
programme. 

The  new  contract  cannot  be  put  into 
operation  until  Regulations  have  been 
laid,  and  left  "on  the  table"  for  three 
weeks.  During  that  time  they  could  be 
prayed  against  and  later  debated  if  the 
Opposition  wishes,  which  would  take  up 
further  Parliamentary  time.  It  is  feared  that 
by  the  end  of  this  process  the  Christmas 
recess  could  be  looming. 

A  DHSS  spokesman  said  this  week: 
"Ministers  have  said  they  want  the  contract 
to  come  into  effect  as  soon  as  possible. 
They  originally  hoped  the  Bill  would 
complete  all  its  Parliamentary  stages

before  the  Autumn.  Now  that  must  be 
impossible.  Ministers  still  want  the 
contract  as  soon  as  possible,  but  cannot  at 
this  stage  guarantee  a  date." 

The  Lords  are  to  sit  two  weeks  later 
than  the  House  of  Commons  until  August 
1,  and  will  reconvene  on  October  6  for  a 
further  three  weeks  before  the  new  session 
of  Parliament  begins,  to  clear  outstanding 
legislation.  The  NHS  (Amendment)  Bill  is 
likely  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  three  weeks 
following  the  Summer  break. 

The  size  and  complexity  of  the  Bills  put 
forward  this  session,  rather  than  their 
number,  has  led  to  the  shortage  of  time  in 
the  Lords.  Additionally  the  Shops  Bill, 
defeated  in  the  Commons,  started  its  life  in 
the  Lords  and  took  up  vital  time. 

PSNC  chairman  David  Sharpe  told 
C&D:  "The  Government's  commitment  to 
the  Bill  is  as  strong  as  ever".  He  said  he 
was  hopeful  that  whenever  the  Bill  and 
Regulations  came  into  effect,  the 
remuneration  package  for  1986-87  would 
reflect  a  large  part  of  the  new  contract.

Council  unanimously  agreed  with  Mr 
Tanna's  second  motion  that  pharmacists 
who  did  not  use  parallel  imported 
medicines  should  be  exempt  from  any 
scheme  for  the  recovery  of  over-payments 
made  in  respect  of  the  dispensing  of 
imported  medicines  on  NHS  prescriptions. 


NI  contract:  yes 
%in  principle 

The  Pharmaceutical  Contractors 
Committee  in  Northern  Ireland  has 
agreed  to  accept  in  principle  new 
contract  proposals  largely  similar  to 
those  long  accepted  in  Great  Britain 
"subject  to  satisfactory 
remuneration  negotiations". 

PCC  secretary  Mr  T.I.  O'Rourke  says 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Services  in  the  Province  will  not  enter  into 
detailed  talks  on  new  contract  cash  until 
the  NHS  (Amendment)  Bill  —  now  held  up 
in  Parliament  —  has  received  the  Royal 
Assent.  Mr  O'Rourke  suggests  the  PCC 
would  resist  any  attempt  by  the  DHSS  to 
introduce  a  new  pay  package  in  the 
Province  before  negotiations  were 
concluded  in  Great  Britain.  The  PCC 
may,  unusually,  deviate  from  its  usual 
course  of  modelling  its  contract  on  the 
Scottish  version. 

Mr  O'Rourke  expects  the  PCC  will 
want  to  call  two  contractors  meetings  when 
it  has  agreed  terms  with  the  DHSS  —  one 
in  Belfast  and  one  outside  the  capital. 

Hayhoe  appeals 
assurance 

Health  Minister  Barney  Hayhoe  has 
assured  SDP  health  spokesman 
Charles  Kennedy  that  he  will  look 
again  at  the  proposed  appeals 
procedure  in  the  new  contract 
before  the  NHS  (Amendment)  Bill 
passes  into  law. 

Mr  Kennedy  had  accused  him  of  a 
breach  of  faith  {C&D  lune  7),  suggesting 
that  talks  would  not  be  held  until  the 
regulations  were  issued. 

"The  assurance  that  I  gave  at  the 
Commons  Committee  stage  of  the  Bill  to 
look  again  at  the  proposed  appeals 
procedure  holds  absolutely.  The  views 
expressed  by  MPs  and  some  outside 
representative  bodies  will  all  be  taken  into 
account.  In  addition,  there  will  be  further 
consultations  with  pharmacists' 
representatives,"  says  Mr  Hayhoe  in  a 
letter  to  Mr  Kennedy. 

"All  the  details  of  the  appeal  system 
will  be  set  out  in  the  regulations  that  will  be 
required  once  the  Bill  is  enacted.  I  did  not 
think  that  an  amendment  to  clause  2  was 
necessary  but  if  need  be  it  could  be 
introduced  in  the  Lords.  No  options  have 
been  ruled  out.  The  Government  does  not 
intend  to  await  Royal  Assent  before 
beginning  these  consultations." 


Pharmacists  should  not  substitute 
parallel  imported  medicines  on 
prescriptions  for  a  specific  brand 
name  if  the  foreign  name  is 
different  except  with  the  approval 
of  the  prescriber  or  in  an 
emergency. 

That  proposal  was  made  by  Mr  Ashwm 
Tanna  at  the  July  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council.  Mr 
Tanna  asked  Council  to  make  a  statement 
to  the  effect  that  the  guidance  notes  with 
the  Code  of  Ethics,  which  say  that 
pharmacists  should  not  substitute  (except 
on  approval  of  the  prescriber  or  in  an 
emergency)  any  other  product  for  a 
specifically  named  product  even  if  they 
are  believed  to  be  therapeutically 
equivalent,  also  apply  to  parallel  imports. 

And  when  an  imported  product  is 
dispensed  the  prescription  should  be 
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API  jubilant  as 
DHSS  changes 
PL  (PI)  rules 


The  Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Importers  is  claiming  a  victory 
following  the  report  of  the  parallel 
import  product  licences  appeal 
tribunal.  The  DHSS  moves  to 
reconsider  some  applications  are  a 
direct  result,  it  says. 

In  a  letter  to  all  applicants  for  PL(PI)s 
-  ML(PI)19  -  the  head  of  the  DHSS 
Licensing  and  Enforcement  Branch  Mr 
G.G.W.  Franks  has  invited  importers  to 
resubmit  licence  applications  for  products 
originally  turned  down  as  "manufactured 
under  licence"  or  "biologicals". 

In  his  letter,  Mr  Franks  says:  'There 
are  particular  difficulties  with  regard  to 
the  consideration  of  applications  for  such 
products  but  the  Licensing  Authority  is  of 
the  view  that  it  is  now  able  to  consider  such 
applications  and  to  grant  licences  where 
evidence  which  satisfies  the  requirements 
of  the  PL(PI)  scheme  can  be  obtained." 
The  Licensing  Authority  will  consider 
applications  for  products  manufactured 
under  licence,  but  the  letter  warns  that 
there  may  be  some  delay  in  obtaining 
evidence  about  some  sites  from  other 
authorities. 

The  Licensing  Authority  will  also  in 
future  consider  applications  in  respect  of 
biological  products  other  than  those  listed 
in  Article  34  of  EC  Directive  75/319.  "If  the 
Licensing  Authority  can  be  satisfied  that 
the  product  meets  all  other  requirements 
of  the  parallel  importing  scheme,  a  licence 
will  be  granted  subject  to  the  usual 
conditions  for  UK  biological  products." 

A  spokeswoman  for  the  DHSS  told 
C&D  that  it  would  be  wrong  to  link  the 
letter  from  the  Licensing  Authority  with 
the  result  of  the  tribunal,  which  was  set  up 
following  appeals  from  the  API  under 
Section  22  of  the  Medicines  Act. 
"Changes  have  been  under  consideration 
for  some  time,  but  we  were  not  able  to  go 
ahead  until  the  tribunal  had  reported,"  she 
said. 

API  chairman  Brian  Lewis  took  a 
different  line,  saying  the  change  in  stance 
was  a  direct  result  of  the  report. 

The  report  of  the  tribunal  has  been 
signed  by  the  DHSS,  but  the  spokeswoman 
said  that  the  Department  had  no  intention 
of  publishing  it.  However,  a  copy  had 
gone  to  the  API  who  might  wish  to  make 
public  the  result.  However  this  is  seen  as 
unlikely,  given  than  non-API  members 
would  then  be  able  to  benefit  fully  from  the 
Association's  endeavours. 


Q  In  a  second  letter  to  importers  —  ML/PI 
20  —  Mr  G.G.W.  Franks  says  there  is  a 
need  for  a  sample  of  each  batch  of  a 
parallel  imported  medicine  to  be 
positively  verified  by  comparison  with  an 
authenticated  reference  sample.  Positive 
identification  by  a  visual  check  would  fit 
most  cases,  but,  exceptionally,  for  a  solid 
dose  product  without  any  unique  markings 
—  eg  a  plain  white  tablet  —  qualitative 
and  possibly  quantitative  tests  will  be 
necessary  to  ensure  identity.  The  authority 
also  requires  parallel  importers  in  future  to 
retain  reference  samples  of  each 
manufacturing  batch  of  an  imported 
product  for  up  to  a  year  beyond  the  expiry 
date  under  the  appropriate  storage 
conditions.  The  amount  retained  would  be 
enough  for  analysis  and  no  more  than  30 
tablets  or  capsules  would  usually  be 
necessary. 

Plea  for  low 
dose  aspirin 

Doctors  are  expressing  concern  that 
the  Reye's  syndrome  scare  will 
mean  the  complete  removal  of 
aspirin  75mg  tablets  from  the 
market. 

Typical  of  the  comments  in  the  medical 
Press  is  a  letter  to  the  British  Medical 
Journal  from  London  GP  Dr  Stuart  Came: 
"These  have  an  important  place  in  the 
prophylactic  treatment  of  thrombotic 
disease  in  adults.  Perhaps  the 
manufacturers  could  be  asked  merely  to 
delete  'paediatric'  from  the  drug's  name," 
he  suggests.  The  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  has  also  received  calls  from 
pharmacists  trying  to  find  a  supplier  of  the 
tablets  for  their  patients. 

A  spokesman  for  Reckitt  &  Colman 
told  C&D  the  problem  was  that  it  was 
impossible  to  get  a  licence  for  this 
particular  indication.  A  spokeswoman  for 


Guild  seeks  no' 
vote  in  ballot 

The  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists 
is  seeking  a  "no"  vote  in  a  ballot  of 
its  members  on  the  latest  rejection 
of  the  £700  offered  on  basic  grade 
salaries  to  aid  recruitment  with  the 
settlement  of  the  out-of-hours 
question  (last  week  p5). 

The  ballot  should  be  completed  in  time 
for  the  next  meeting  of  Whitley  Council, 
due  on  luly  30,  at  which  the  management 
should  also  respond  to  the  Guild's  pay 
claim.  The  staff  side  is  seeking  a  "no"  vote 
as  evidence  of  support  for  its  stance. 

The  differences  between  the  two  sides 
are  great.  Staff  side  wanted  an  immediate 
settlement  of  the  £700  offer,  although  its 
view  is  that  such  an  amount  is  nowhere 
near  enough  to  attract  pharmacists  into  the 
service.  On  emergency  duty  payments, 
staff  side  want  all  grades  of  hospital 
pharmacist  to  be  eligible,  not  just  the  basic 
and  staff  grades.  But  management  side  see 
a  decision  on  that  closely  related  to  the 
outcome  of  a  working  party  on  flexible 
grading  in  the  service,  which  is  still 
meeting. 

The  Guild  has  made  a  detailed  claim 
for  pay  increases,  worth  over  20  per  cent 
overall,  with  increases  of  around  40  per 
cent  on  basic  grade  salaries  to  a  scale  of 
around  £10,000  to  £12,400.  The  claim  is 
based  on  comparisons  with  retail 
pharmacy  and  comments  in  the  Nuffield 
report. 

In  drawing  up  the  claim,  the  Guild 
have  been  keen  to  get  away  from  the 
"Substantial  percentage  required" 
approach  of  recent  years,  feeling  that  a 
claim  involving  detailed  pay  scales  will 
receive  more  attention. 

The  claim  requests  a  staff  pharmacist 
scale  of  £13,000  to  £16,000  with  a  regional 
officer  getting  up  to  £26,800.

Levy  wanted  to 
help  small  shops 

PSGB  Council  member  Alan 
Nathan  has  proposed  a  levy  of  £75 
per  pharmacy  to  help  small 
contractors  disadvantaged  by  the 
new  contract. 

"The  scheme  would  provide  financial 
help  to  those  long  established  pharmacies 
that  will  suffer  real  hardship.  It  would  not 
cost  the  Government  a  penny  nor  alter  the 
terms  of  the  contract  in  any  way,"  says  Mr 
Nathan,  past  chairman  of  the  British 
Pharmacists  Association,  in  a  letter  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee. 

"The  withdrawal  of  basic  practice 
allowance  with  the  advent  of  the  new 
contract  will  remove  the  last  financial 
support  that  is  keeping  many  of  these 
businesses  going.  They  will  be  forced  to 
close  with  compensation  which  is 
derisory." 

Mr  Nathan  proposes  an  additional  levy 
on  all  pharmacies  to  provide  a  fund  to 
make  up  the  shortfall  between  what  a 
contractor  who  qualifies  for  relief  received 
under  the  old  contract  and  what  he  or  she 
would  get  under  the  new  one. 

"These  pharmacies  would,  or  course, 
have  to  meet  certain  criteria.  They  would 
in  the  first  place  have  to  be  currently  in 
receipt  of  BP  A,  and  it  would  have  to  be 
demonstrated  that  they  are  providing  a 
necessary  service  in  their  community." 

Mr  Nathan  estimates  the  number  of 
closures  will  be  700,  twice  that  of  the 
PSNC  Assuming  500  of  these  would 
qualify  for  assistance,  and  that  the  average 
value  of  short-fall  to  be  made  up  is  £1,500 
per  shop  per  year,  the  total  fund  required 
would  be  about  £750,000  per  year.  If  this  is 
divided  among  all  contractors  it  works  out 
at  less  than  £75  per  shop  per  year.  He 
proposes  that  the  levy  be  proportional  to 
remuneration  or  volume  of  prescriptions 
dispensed,  so  that  larger  business  pay 
more  and  smaller  ones  less. 

The  PSNC  has  expressed  its  sympathy 
with  contractors,  but  so  far  has  proposed 
no  action,  says  Mr  Nathan.  "Perhaps  this  is 
because  it  has  been  unable  to  think  of  a 
way  of  offering  positive  assistance  without 
breaking  the  terms  of  the  new  contract." 

By  administering  the  scheme  PSNC 
would  demonstrate  that  it  has  the  interests 
of  all  contractors,  both  large  and  small,  at 
heart,  and  would  silence  its  critics,  he 
says. 

The  Drug  Trafficking  Offences  Bill,  which 
creates  new  powers  for  tracing,  freezing 
and  confiscating  the  proceeds  of  drug 
trafficking,  has  received  Royal  Assent.

Bencard  repeat 
Amoxil  warning 

Bencard  are  this  week  repeating 
their  warning  to  pharmacists  about 
buying  metal  canisters  of  Amoxil 
250mg  capsules  other  than  through 
the  usual  channels. 

The  metal  canisters  have  maroon,  grey 
and  white  labels  which  do  not  comply  with 
UK  requirements  and  are  overprinted  in 
red  with  the  letters  "RGW".  Bencard  say 
the  distribution  of  the  material  infringes 
Beecham's  industrial  property  rights  and 
anyone  supplying  or  holding  these 
capsules  may  be  in  breach  of  the 
company's  patents. 

"All  we  want  to  do  is  draw  everybody's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  this  material  is 
available,"  marketing  director  Mr 
Stanford  told  C&D.  He  said  the  company 
was  aware  who  was  offering  the  product 
and  a  pharmacist  buying  it  "might  be 
taken  to  court  or  at  the  very  least  be 
required  to  hand  over,  without  payment, 
what  he  has  bought." 

Sigma  delivery 
van  stolen 

Pharmacists  should  beware  of 
drugs  offered  by  an  unusual  source 
in  the  next  few  weeks. 

Watford  wholesalers  Sigma 
Pharmaceuticals  had  their  red  Renault 
delivery  van  stolen  in  Islington  on  Tuesday 
as  the  driver  was  making  a  delivery.  The 
van,  which  had  not  been  found  as  C&D 
went  to  Press,  contained  a  further  27 
deliveries  of  generics,  labelled  Pis,  (PL 
5848)  and  OTC  items. 


Autoworm  status 
angers  AHDA 

The  allocation  of  POM  status  to 
Cooper  Animal  Health's  new 
Autoworm  has  angered  the  Animal 
Health  Distributors  Association. 

"It  seems  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
Veterinary  Products  Committee  to  place 
virtually  all  animal  medicines  in  the  hands 
of  the  veterinary  surgeon,"  said  AHDA 
chief  executive  Michael  Munro.  "We  can 
see  no  reason  for  Autoworm  to  be  given  a 
POM  licence.  The  active  ingredient, 
oxfendazole,  is  a  well-known  and  proven 
PML  drug;  furthermore,  the  bolus  concept 
of  administration  exists  as  PML.  We  accept 
that  the  'pulsed'  release  system  is 
innovative,  but  there  is  no  technical  aspect 
which  would  make  it  POM." 

Mr  Munro  said  agricultural  merchants 
have  to  adhere  to  a  strict  Code  of  Practice 
and  were  now  required  to  pass  a 
comprehensive  certificate  of  competence. 
"Merchants  will  not  understand,  if  they 
have  met  all  the  legal  requirements,  at 
considerable  expense,  and  then  have  no 
worthwhile  products  to  sell  the  farmer. 

"We  demand  a  fairer  definition  of 
product  licence  status,  in  particular  PML, 
when  such  products  are  eligible  for 
distribution  by  our  members,"  he  said. 
]  The  Medicines  (Exemptions  from 
Restrictions  on  the  Retail  Sale  or  supply  of 
Veterinary  Drugs)  (Amendment)  Order 
1986  (SI  1986  No  982,  HMSO  £3.40)  which 
came  into  effect  on  luly  1,  updates  the 
1985  Order  by  adding  products  to 
Schedules  1  to  4  and  deleting  other  items. 


SDP  to  press  for 
longer  patents 

The  Social  Democratic  Party  plans 
to  campaign  in  Parliament  to  get 
longer  patents  for  pharmaceuticals, 
the  party's  health  spokesman 
Charles  Kennedy  has  told  C&D.  But 
there  is  a  catch. 

Mr  Kennedy  is  currently  working  on 
the  SDP's  health  manifesto  which  should 
be  completed  by  the  end  of  July.  "The 
attitude  we  are  taking  to  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  is  supportive,"  he 
said.  "The  industry  is  making  a  good 
contribution  to  the  economy. 

"We  should  like  the  Government  to 
negotiate  an  extension  of  patent  life  to 
encourage  research  and  development.  If 
that  happened  it  would  be  a  good  basis  on 
which  to  bring  in  a  sensible  agreed  policy 
on  generic  substitution." 
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DHSS  torn  off  a 
glucose  strip 

MPs  of  all  parties  are  now  asking 
the  Government  to  change  its  mind 
and  allow  NHS  prescriptions  for 
blood  glucose  monitoring  strips. 

The  DHSS  has  set  its  face  against  the 
move,  now  pressure  is  building  up  in 
Parliament  with  a  Commons  motion  signed 
by  Labour,  Tory,  Liberal  and  Plaid  Cymru 
MPs.  The  MPs  say:  "In  view  of  the  modem 
management  of  diabetes,  blood  glucose 
monitoring  strips  should  be  included  in 
the  Drug  Tariff  so  that  they  can  be 
prescribed  for  NHS  patients,  who  would 
have  better  control  of  their  blood  sugar 
levels,  thereby  avoiding  acute  illness 
necessitating  hospital  admission,  and 
reducing  the  risk  of  long-term 
complications." 

Endorsement 
reminder 

Chemists  are  reminded  to  endorse 
which  size  Pulmicort  refill  canister 
they  have  supplied  to  obtain  the 
correct  reimbursement  from  the 
Pricing  Authority. 

Astra  Pharmaceuticals  recently 
introduced  a  new  200-dose  refill, 
eventually  to  replace  the  100-dose  canister 
in  the  community  (C&D  May  24,  pl053). 
However,  a  spokesman  told  C&D,  there 
appear  to  have  been  problems  during  the 
changeover  period,  and  some  pharmacists 
may  have  been  reimbursed  for  100-dose 
canisters  when  the  larger  size  had  been 
supplied. 

Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  assistant  secretary  Peter 
Boardman  confirmed  that  pharmacists 
should  endorse  whichever  size  had  been 
supplied,  to  save  the  prescription  being 
returned  for  clarification. 

Alternative  view 
in  the  House 

Herbal  and  alternative  medicine 
manufacturers  will  take  their  fight 
against  the  British  Medical 
Association  to  Parliament  later  this 
month. 

They  are  holding  a  forum  in  the  House 
of  Commons  to  reply  to  the  recent  BMA 
attack  on  them.  Tory  MP  Peter  Rost  and 
Labour  Social  Services  Select  Committee 
chairman  Renee  Short  are  the  organisers.

I  find  the  results  of  the  NPA  survey  on  our 
attitude  towards  advertising  one  of  the 
most  reassuring  things  I  have  read  for 
years.

Sweet  smell  of 


success 


Consumer  expenditure  on  toiletries 
topped  the  £l,000m  (equivalent  to  £58m 
msp)  mark  in  1984,  and  the  future  looks 
even  brighter.  The  latest  Keynote  report 
forecasts  increased  consumer  expenditure 
resulting  from  higher  disposable  incomes 
and  a  reduction  in  the  amounts  set  aside 
for  savings.  It  also  suggests  the  market  will 
be  helped  by  government  attempts  to 
create  a  favourable  economic  climate  in 
which  to  go  to  the  country  in  1988. 

The  largest  market  sector  is  hair  care, 
with  consumers  spending  £500m  (£280m 
msp)  in  1984,  and  hair  products  talcing  48 
per  cent  of  the  total  toiletries  market. 

Dental  preparations  took  the  second 
largest  share  of  the  market  at  77m  (msp), 
despite  a  decline  in  the  denture  fixative 
and  cleanser  market.  Balanced  by  a  15  per 
cent  growth  in  sales  of  toothpaste,  this  led 
to  a  static  overall  performance. 

The  toilet  soap  sector  saw  a  growth  of 
84  per  cent  since  1980,  or  32  per  cent  with 
price  rises  taken  into  account,  with  sales  of 
£76m  (msp). 

UK  sales  of  deodorants  and 
antiperspirants  amounted  to  over  £63m 
(msp)  in  1984,  a  rise  of  80  per  cent  since 
1980.  Despite  heavy  fragmentation,  the 
roll-on  is  by  far  the  most  popular. 

The  skin  care  market,  which  excludes 
sun  preps,  saw  sales  50  per  cent  higher 
than  in  1980,  but  this  was  largely  the  effect 
of  price  rises,  and  real  growth  was  only  12 
per  cent,  with  sales  at  £28m  (msp). 


The  talcs  sector  saw  a  marked  decline, 
especially  in  the  men's  sector,  which  the 
report  attributes  to  increased  demand  for 
body  lotions.  Sales  were  6  per  cent  below 
1980  level  at  £26m  (msp). 

Bath  preparations  —  not  including 
those  affiliated  to  the  fragrance  market  — 
declined  until  1984,  when  they  began  to 
pick  up  again,  achieving  a  26  per  cent  rise 
by  the  next  year  to  £16m  (msp). 

Shaving  soaps  is  a  small  market,  and 
one  where  prices  have  risen  rapidly.  Sales 
in  1984,  allowing  for  price  rises,  were  11 
per  cent  below  the  1980  level  at  £5m 
(msp). 

Depilatories  have  seen  considerable 
efforts  to  lift  sales,  says  the  report.  The  past 
five  years  have  shown  large  swings  up  and 
down,  and  the  report  predicts  that  the 
seesaw  will  continue.  Sales  in  1984  were 
£3m  (msp). 

The  men's  sundries  sector  enjoyed  a 
rise  of  52  per  cent  since  1980,  but  at  £5m 
(msp)  still  only  accounts  for  one  per  cent  of 
the  total  toiletry  market. 

Spending  on  advertising  has  more 
than  doubled  in  the  past  five  years  and 
amounted  to  almost  £75m  in  1984.  There 
was  a  record  spend  of  £78m  in  1983.  The 
report  points  out  that  such  heavy 
expenditure  can  only  be  justified  by 
"massive  sales",  which  in  turn  can  only  be 
achieved  with  wide  distribution. 

Food  stores  and  independent  grocers 
get  the  largest  distribution  share  with  31 
per  cent,  followed  closely  by  Boots'  30  per 
cent.  Other  chemists  get  seven  per  cent, 
drug  stores  ten,  department  stores  four, 
Co-ops  three  and  Woolworth  two.

POINTS  OF  LAW 


Don't  delay  on 
taxing  questions 

With  the  Inland  Revenue  now  employing 
more  staff  to  investigate  the  tax  affairs  of 
firms  and  the  self-employed,  any  business 
could  come  under  the  scrutiny  of  the  tax- 
man. 

If  you  start  to  receive  searching 
questions  about  your  business  or  personal 
finance  >  from  the  Inland  Revenue,  your  first 
port  of  call  should  be  your  accountant  —  if 
you  use  one. 

If  you  have  not  disclosed  certain 
information  on  your  returns,  you  should,  as 
soon  as  possible,  admit  this  to  the  tax  official. 
It  is  no  good  trying  to  brazen  out  a  situation 
where  you  are  in  the  wrong.  At  the  end  of 
the  day  this  could  cost  you  a  lot  more  than  if 
you  had  been  frank.  The  reason  is  that  as 
well  as  claiming  any  back  tax  due  in  full, 
plus  interest,  a  penalty  can  be  imposed  of 
the  sum  equivalent  to  the  back  tax. 

Inland  Revenue  has  now  got  the 
discretion  to  claim  less  than  the  full  penalty. 
If  you  voluntarily  disclose  what  you  have 
concealed  before  being  challenged,  or  if 
you  co-operate  with  the  investigators,  quite 
a  considerable  percentage  of  the  penalty  — 
20-40  per  cent  —  could  be  rebated  from  the 
full  sum.  Of  course,  if  the  Revenue  is 
satisfied  that  a  genuine  mistake  has  been 
made  on  your  part,  it  is  unlikely  to  impose  a 
penalty  at  all. 

There  may  be  times  when  you  want  to 
give  benefits  to  your  staff,  or  write  off  certain 
items  as  business  expenses.  These  benefits 
may  become  taxable,  and  this  should  have 
been  deducted  from  the  employee's  income, 
or  the  expense  you  claim  might  not  be 
allowable  against  tax. 

Because  nowadays  only  a  small 
proportion  of  business  accounts  are 
thoroughly  scrutinised,  it  may  be  a  long  time 
before  your  error  comes  to  light,  and  you 
could  be  faced  with  a  back  tax  bill.  Before 
you  do  anything  out  of  the  ordinary  with 
your  finances  you  should  take  professional 
advice,  and  try  to  avoid  trouble  before  it 
crops  up. 

Save  on  your 
phone  bill 

Most  people  are  aware  that  there  are  times  of 
day  when  phone  calls  are  cheaper.  But  the 
general  belief  seems  to  be  that  there  is  a 
cheap  rate  after  6pm,  and  at  weekends  — 
and  that  is  that. 

In  fact,  there  are  three  separate  rates  — 
a  cheap  rate  between  6pm  and  8am,  and  all 
day  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays;  a  standard 
rate  between  8am  and  9am  and  between 


lpm  and  6pm;  and  a  peak  rate  between  9am 
and  lpm. 

Depending  on  the  length  of  the  call, 
between  30  and  40  per  cent  can  be  saved  by 
making  a  call  in  the  afternoon  rather  than  in 
the  morning,  and  more  if  you  make  your  call 
before  9am.  Although  the  saving  may  only 
be  a  few  pence,  business  use  of  the 
telephone  is  increasing  so  much  that  even  a 
small  firm  can  save  hundreds  of  pounds  a 
year  by  phoning  during  the  standard  or 
cheap  rate  periods.  A  notice  reminding 
users  to  try  and  avoid  calls  before  lpm 
should  bring  a  savage  reduction  in  quarterly 
bills. 

Working  kids: 
now  the  law 

Many  businesses  need  occasional  help  one 
day  a  week  or  a  couple  of  hours  a  day.  If  the 
work  does  not  need  much  skill,  the 
opportunity  is  often  given  to  youngsters  still 
at  school  to  supplement  their  pocket  money. 
But  often  the  young  person's  age  is  not 
checked,  and  many  employers  are  not 
aware  of  the  restrictions  under  the  law. 

The  first  thing  to  ensure  is  that  the  child 
is  over  13.  It  is  illegal  to  employ  a  child 
under  that  age,  though  exception  is  given  in  ; 
certain  agricultural  areas,  to  let  children 
help  their  parents  with  the  harvest. 

Between  13  and  16  there  must  be  no 
employment  at  all  in  the  week  during  school 
hours.  If  a  child  is  employed  during  the 
week  out  of  school  hours,  the  work  must  not 
last  for  more  than  two  hours  a  day,  and  there 
must  be  no  work  after  seven  in  the  evening 
or  before  seven  in  the  morning. 

A  child  can  be  employed  on  a  Saturday. 
But  on  Sunday  there  is  again  a  two  hour 
limit . 

And  there  should  be  no  requirement  to 
lift  heavy  weights  or  come  into  contact  with 
moving  machinery. 


These  are  national  rules,  but  many  local 
authorities  have  introduced  extra  local  laws, 
which  should  be  checked. 

If  a  school  feels  a  child's  education  is 
suffering  because  of  part-time  work  a  local 
authority  can  order  you  to  stop  employing 
that  child.  Failure  to  obey  this  order  can  lead 
to  prosecution. 


If  in  doubt 
don't  stop 
a  thief 

Many  businesses  have  been  the  victims  of 
theft  from  customers  and  staff.  How  do  you 
deal  with  the  case  of  suspected  theft? 

In  the  case  of  say  a  "customer"  in  a  retail 
shop  or  warehouse,  you  must  know  what 
rights  the  law  gives  staff  to  apprehend  a 
person.  If  a  mistake  is  made,  the  alleged 
criminal  may  well  have  compensation 
action. 

If  a  member  of  staff  detains  someone,  the 
action  can  only  be  justified  if  it  is  realised 
that  he  or  she  is  exercising  a  citizen's  power 
of  arrest.  In  the  case  of  theft,  this  can  only  be 
done  legally  if  the  person  concerned  has 
actually  committed  a  theft,  or  if  the  member 
of  staff  suspects  them  on  reasonable  grounds 
of  having  committed  a  theft.  If  there  is  any 
margin  of  doubt,  the  suspect  should  not  be 
detained.  It  is  not  enough  to  take  the  word  of 
another  customer,  however  well  meaning 
the  report  might  be. 

In  practical  terms,  members  of  staff 
should  not  lay  themselves  open  to  personal 
injury  by  attempting  to  arrest  a  suspect.  It  is 
far  better  to  allow  some  goods  to  go  rather 
than  have  a  staff  member  injured  in  trying  to 
effect  an  arrest. 

It  is  not  always  wise  to  detain  someone  on 
the  premises,  since  allowing  them  to  leave 
removes  the  claim  that  they  intended  to  pay 
after  collecting  other  goods.  It  is  wise  to  have 
two  people  approach  the  suspect,  since  this 
will  reduce  the  danger  of  personal  violence. 

Where  a  member  of  staff  is  suspected  of 
theft,  the  best  course  is  to  inform  the  police. 
Even  if  there  is  not  enough  evidence  to  allow 
a  prosecution  to  be  brought,  an  employer 
can  sack  him  or  she  without  this  being  an 
unfair  dismissal  —  if  the  employer,  on 
reasonable  grounds,  genuinely  believes  a 
theft  has  been  committed. 

This  view  has  been  upheld  by  Tribunals 
provided  that  the  employer  has  made 
reasonable  inquiries,  and  has  given  the 
employee  a  chance  to  put  the  other  side  of 
the  story.  If  this  is  done  in  good  faith  and  in  a 
fair  way,  even  though  the  employee  may  be 
found  not  guilty,  what  is  important  is  what 
was  in  the  mind  of  the  employer  at  the  time  of 
dismissal.

The  "Green  Paper"  on  Primary 
Health  Care  should  take  priority 
over  the  Nuffield  Report  in  Council 
discussions,  Dr  Hopkin  Maddock 
told  the  July  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council. 

He  submitted  that  Nuffield's 
recommendations  paled  into 
insignificance  when  compared  with  the 
firm  proposals  set  out  by  the  Government 
in  the  "blue  book"  —  "Primary  health 
care:  an  agenda  for  discussion".  He  asked 
Council  to  look  first  to  the  limited  number 
of  recommendations  put  forward  in  the 
Agenda. 

Dr  Maddock  pointed  out  that  the 
British  Medical  Association  had  already 
set  out  a  timetable  for  discussion  within  the 
medical  profession  of  the  Agenda. 

The  implementation  of  the  Agenda 
proposals,  said  Dr  Maddock,  would  in  all 
probability,  have  an  even  greater 
revolutionary  impact  upon  pharmacists. 
And  unlike  rational  location,  for  example, 
had  never  been  discussed  in  detail  by 
them.  Dr  Maddock  asked  Council, 
therefore,  to  consider  immediately  a 
strategy  and  timetable  for  the  Agenda 
response. 

The  president  said  he  understood  that 
the  first  consideration  would  be  a 
submission  to  a  select  committee,  and  later 
there  would  be  an  opportunity  for 
pharmacy  to  make  representations  to  the 
Government. 

The  secretary  said  that  the  community 
pharmacy  subcommittee  had  given 
priority  to  a  submission  to  the  select 
committee.  That,  one  would  have  thought, 
would  have  clarified  Council's  attitude  to 
matters  in  the  Agenda.  The  commonly 
held  view  was  that  the  book  had  great 
implications  for  the  whole  structure  of 
general  medical  practice,  although  of 
course  there  were  important  matters  for 
pharmacy  in  it.  Consultation  by  the 
Department  of  Health  on  the  part  relating 
to  pharmacy  would  not  be  until  October  or 
early  November. 

The  president  suggested  an  agenda 
was  needed  for  discussion  of  both  the 
"blue  book"  and  Nuffield.  Advice  should 
be  given  to  the  branches  about  the  holding 
of  meetings  on  the  matter  and  what  should 
be  considered  at  such  meetings. 

Dr  Maddock  said  that  as  far  as  he  was 
concerned,  the  submission  that  was  going 
to  the  select  committee  did  not  give  any 
inkling  as  to  precisely  what  the  Society's 
position  was.  The  Agenda  stated  that  the 
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Government  saw  the  case  for  a  change 
with  regard  to  supervision  of  dispensing. 
Dr  Maddock  said  that  any  change  could 
have  a  colossal  impact,  and  the 
membership's  views  on  the  proposals 
should  be  sought.  Nuffield,  so  far  as  he 
was  concerned,  had  no  urgency  whatever. 

The  secretary  suggested  that  the  key 
issues  in  Nuffield  were  personal  control, 
supervision  and  the  intake  into  schools  of 
pharmacy.  Council  would  want  to  consult 
the  branches  on  those  issues.  But  one 
would  have  thought  that  the  time  to  do  that 
was  when  Council  itself  had  had 
discussions  and  had  proposals  to  put  to  the 
membership  if  there  were  to  be  changes  in 
the  current  situation.  It  was  not  right  to 
think  that  because  the  Government  had 
identified  specific  items  in  the  Agenda  that 
something  would  happen  quickly  or  that 
there  would  be  early  Government 
legislation.  He  added  that  the  consultation 
procedure  was  to  go  on  until  the  end  of 
December.  By  then  Council  should  have 
made  up  its  mind  on  the  Nuffield  and 
Agenda  proposals  on  supervision  and 
personal  control. 

Mr  Walker  did  not  think  that  the 
Agenda  was  as  important  for  pharmacy  as 
Dr  Maddock  suggested.  It  was  difficult  to 
see  it  as  being  more  than  a  piece  of 
political  window  dressing,  because  the 
country  was  moving  towards  an  election. 
Nothing  positive  would  emerge  from  it 
within  this  Parliament  whatever  legislation 
was  forthcoming  because  it  would  be  so 
complex.  Mr  Walker  said  he  would  not 
wish  to  go  to  the  membership  too  quickly 
on  supervision.  He  urged  caution  before 
rushing  out  to  find  what  members  wanted 
without  them  fully  understanding  all  the 
implications. 

Hospital  salaries.  The  secretary  informed 
Council  that  the  management  side  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  had  not 
agreed  to  separate  the  salary  increase 
offered  to  the  basic  grade  from  money  for 
an  on-call  service. 

Mr  Timson  said  that  it  was  a  matter  of 
extreme  regret  that,  in  spite  of  all  the 
pressure  from  the  Society,  together  with 
protestations,  surveys,  etc,  the 
management  side  had  refused  to  separate 
the  two  issues.  It  was  regrettable  because 
there  was  a  clear  implication  from  the 
previous  meeting  that  they  had  in  fact 
done  that.  There  was  a  difficulty  because 
parts  of  the  offer  related  to  on-call  were  not 
acceptable,  producing  a  stalemate. 

As  far  as  the  staff  side  was  concerned, 
it  did  not  wish  to  ballot  its  members  again, 


but  the  management  side's  view  was  that 
the  membership  would  see  it  as  being  an 
attractive  offer  and  would  accept  it.  So  the 
only  way  in  which  it  could  be  proved  one 
way  or  the  other  was  to  go  through  the 
ballot  exercise  again.  There  was  no  room 
for  manoeuvre  and  the  management  side 
had  given  no  explanation  why  the  two 
issues  should  not  be  separated.  The  ballot 
result,  it  was  hoped,  would  be  available  by 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  staff 
side  had,  in  his  opinion,  been  misled  by 
the  management  side  because  it  was 
confidently  hoped  that  the  two  issues  had 
been  settled. 

Mr  Walker  felt  that  Council  was  letting 
hospital  pharmacists  down.  Letters  had 
been  written  to  the  Department,  but  in  his 
view  that  was  not  sufficient.  It  was  a  serious 
problem,  and  it  undermined  the  future  of 
the  service  as  set  out  in  the  Nuffield  report. 

He  proposed  that  the  full  resources  of 
the  Society  should  be  made  available  to  try 
to  produce  an  early  solution. 

Mrs  Stone  seconded  the  motion,  and 
urged  a  full  publicity  campaign. 

Council  agreed  that  every  effort 
should  be  made  by  the  Society  to  publicise 
the  urgent  need  to  resolve  the  staff 
problems  which  were  adversely  affecting 
recruitment  into  hospital  pharmacy  and 
the  retention  of  the  existing  staff,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  service. 
"Crooked  chemists".  It  was  agreed  that  a 
letter  should  be  sent  to  the  Glasgow 
Sunday  Mail  in  response  to  a  recent  front 
page  story  headed  "Crooked  chemists". 
The  letter  says  that  Council  has  referred  to 
the  Statutory  Committee  evidence  relating 
to  allegations  of  misconduct  of  the  kind 
described  in  the  article  on  the  part  of  one 
community  pharmacist  in  Glasgow.  The 
letter  says  that  the  Society  knows  of  no 
evidence  that  would  justify  the 
newspaper's  report  of  "widespread" 
misconduct  of  that  type  by  community 
pharmacists  in  Glasgow. 
Junior  aspirin  still  on  shelf.  According  to 
the  director  of  public  relations,  Mr  P. 
Paul,  Press  calls  were  still  being  received 
pointing  out  that  paediatric  aspirin 
products  remained  available  from  small 
general  store  outlets.  Mr  Paul  noted  that, 
at  the  Department  of  Health  Press 
conference  announcing  the  withdrawal  of 
paediatric  aspirin,  it  had  been  said  that  no 
difficulty  was  foreseen  about  effecting 
withdrawal  from  those  small  retail  outlets. 

No  report  had  been  received  of  any 
continuing  sale  from  a  pharmacy. 
Non-pharmacist  manager  opposed.  The 
Society  is  to  opposed  a  proposal  that  a 
non-pharmacist  might  be  appointed 
manager  of  pharmacy  services  in  the 
North  Lincolnshire  Health  Authority.

Pharmaceutical  Journal  recently  indicated 
that  applicants  should  preferably  have  a 
pharmaceutical  background,  although 
applications  were  invited  from  others  who 
felt  that  they  had  exceptional  management 
ability  and/or  proven  track  record. 

A  considerable  number  of  pharmacists 
had  expressed  concern  that  a  non- 
pharmacist  could  be  professionally 
responsible  for  pharmacists. 

Strong  views  were  expressed  within  the 
practice  committee  that  if  no  action  were 
taken,  the  case  might  be  a  precedent 
leading  to  the  collapse  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service  within  hospitals. 

Council  agreed  that  there  should  be  a 
public  declaration  of  opposition,  that  an 
urgent  meeting  should  be  sought  with  the 
chairman  of  the  district  health  authority 
and  that  a  letter  of  concern  should  be  sent 
to  the  Department  of  Health  invoking  its 
support. 

Unlicensed  Pis.  Council  is  to  complain  to 
the  Statutory  Committee  about  a 
pharmacist  who  continued  to  stock 
unlicenced  parallel  imported  medicines, 
despite  having  given  the  Society  a  written 
assurance  that  he  no  longer  stocked  them. 

The  Ethics  Committee  heard  that 
assurance  had  been  given  in  a  letter  dated 
April  28,  but  during  a  visit  to  the 
pharmacy  on  May  15,  one  of  the  Society's 
inspectors  had  found  a  number  of 
products  of  foreign  origin,  with  foreign 
language  spelling,  not  bearing  a  UK 
product  licence  number. 
Access  for  disabled.  Council  is  to 
encourage  community  pharmacists  to  do 
what  they  can  to  ensure  easy  access  to 
their  premises  by  the  disabled. 

A  local  access  group  had  examined 
various  shops  and  establishments  picked 
at  random.  One  visit  had  been  to  a 
pharmacy  which  had  been  found  to  have  a 
six  inch  high  step  and  a  lack  of  room 
within  the  premises  because  of  display 
units.  A  letter  had  subsequently  been 
received  from  the  Access  Committee  for 
England  which  said  that  when  major 
alterations  were  being  planned,  such  as  a 
new  shop  front,  it  was  often  possible  to 
improve  access  without  any  significant 
additional  expense,  providing  the 
architect  was  briefed  at  the  start  of  the 
design  process.  Modern  low  cost 
alterations  to  existing  premises  could 
make  great  improvements  towards  access 
for  disabled  people.  In  some  cases  grants 
were  available  from  the  local  authority  to 
subsidise  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Council  accepted  that  a  letter  should 
be  sent  to  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  asking  it  to  draw  the  attention 
of  its  planning  department  to  the  problem 
and  to  consider  making  reference  to  the 
problem  in  The  Supplement. 
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Pharmacist  Alan  Crab  be  of  Pontypridd  on 
his  stand  at  the  Age  Concern  exhibition  in 
Cardiff  last  month.  Mr  Crabbe  received 
help  from  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  the  presentation  of  the  material 
on  the  stand,  which  included  a  video  on 
prescribing  for  the  elderly  and  posters  on 
the  role  of  the  community  pharmacist 


Superintendent  duties.  The  attention  of 
new  superintendent  pharmacists  is  in 
future  to  be  drawn  to  the  Society's  Code  of 
Ethics  and,  in  particular  the  section  on  the 
duties  of  a  superintendent. 

The  matter  was  raised  at  the  meeting  of 
the  ethics  committee  by  Mr  Tanna,  who 
expressed  his  concern  that  the  powers  of 
superintendent  pharmacists  were  not 
being  exercised  in  all  cases  and  that  in 
some  extreme  cases  the  law  was  being 
flouted. 

Mr  G.E.  Appelbe,  head  of  the 
Society's  Law  department,  confirmed  that 
there  were  occasional  problems  over 
supermtendency,  particularly  in  instances 
of  interference  in  professional  matters  by 
unqualified  principals  in  a  company. 

After  discussion,  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  copy  of  the  Code  of 
Ethics  should  be  sent  to  each  new 
superintendent  pharmacist  on  notification 
of  the  appointment,  with  a  request  to  study 
Section  6.2,  "Duties  of  a  superintendent 
pharmacist".  The  declaration  form  to  be 
signed  by  the  superintendent  pharmacist, 
upon  appointment,  is  to  be  amended  to 
include  a  clause  that  the  Code  of  Ethics 
had  been  received  and  read. 
Mailing  list.  The  Society  is  to  make  a 
mailing  facility  available  to  third  parties 
again. 

Any  mailing  would  be  supervised  by 
the  advertisement  department,  and 
material  would  be  vetted  in  the  same  way 
as  advertisements  submitted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal.  It  was  also 
agreed  that  individual  members  of  the 
Society  would  have  the  right  to  request 
that  their  names  be  excluded  from  lists 
used  for  commercial  mailings  (but  not  for 
mailings  by  government  departments). 
Tobacco  warning.  A  warning  letter  is  to 
be  sent  to  a  pharmacist  whose  recently 
opened  pharmacy  stocks  a  range  of 


tobacco  products,  in  contravention  of  the 
current  Council  statement. 
Locum  list.  Council  won't  be  keeping  a  list 
of  locum  pharmacists.  But  it  is  to 
encourage  the  Society's  branches  to 
maintain  such  lists. 

The  proposal  for  a  national  locum  list 
was  made  by  a  local  pharmaceutical 
committee.  The  law  department  had 
reported  that  there  was  no  legal 
restrictions  to  the  Society  maintaining 
such  a  list.  However,  it  would  be  difficult 
to  maintain  an  accurate  list  of  pharmacists 
available  for  locum  work  and  such  a  list,  if 
distributed  centrally  from  the  Society, 
might  be  interpreted  as  a  "seal  of 
approval"  for  the  pharmacists  offering 
locum  services. 

Many  branches  of  the  Society  already 
maintained  lists  of  locums  for  their  area, 
and  such  lists  were  exempt  from  the 
provision  of  the  Employment  Agencies 
Act  1973,  provided  that  they  were 
extended  only  to  members  of  the  branch. 

Council  agreed  that  a  letter  should  be 
sent  to  the  Society's  branches  along  those 
lines. 

Pre-registration  employers.  Council  has 
decided  that  employers  should  be 
reminded  that  pre-registration  students 
should  be  given  a  written  contract  of 
employment.  Such  contracts  are  required 
under  the  Employment  Protection 
(Consolidation)  Act  1978  for  all  full-time 
employees  unless  they  are  husband  or  wife 
of  the  employer. 

Pre-registration.  Council  has  approved  a 
special  programme  of  pre-registration 
experience  which  is  outside  the  current 
requirements. 

The  experience  is  to  comprise  six 
months  in  an  approved  community 
pharmacy  and  six  months  as  part  of  an 
MPhil/PhD  programme  assessing  the 
potential  of  microcomputer  techniques  in 
the  "real  time"  simulation  of  community 
pharmacy. 

The  second  six-month  period  is  to  take 
place  within  a  school  of  pharmacy,  under 
the  tutorship  of  a  senior  lecturer  in 
pharmacology,  who  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

Generic  standards.  The  Society  is  to  meet 
the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  on  July  16  to 
discuss  the  need  for  generic  products  and 
their  proprietary  equivalents  to  be 
produced  in  standard  colours,  sizes  and 
shapes  to  prevent  confusion  of  patients. 
Sign  of  the  times.  A  new  version  of  the 
illuminated  projecting  sign  bearing  the 
Society's  corporate  symbol  is  to  be 
available.  The  new  sign  has  a 
strengthened  frame  and  extended 
supports  for  better  viewing.  It  is  to  be 
marketed  by  Oldham  Claudgen  and  the 
NPA.

A  brush 
with  the 
past

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"What  Hitler  couldn't  do  the  Crown  Commissioners  have  finally 
achieved"  said  Michael  Pearson,  head  of  the  hairbrush  firm 
Mason  Pearson,  when  he  was  told  the  company  was  to  be  forced 
from  the  Bethnal  Green  premises  it  has  used  for  over  100  years. 
This  week  it  moved  to  a  factory  site  in  London's  Stratford  but,  just 
as  in  the  First  and  Second  World  Wars  (not  to  mention  the  Boer 
War),  the  company  was  determined  that  not  one  day  of  labour 
should  be  lost.  C&D  looks  at  the  company,  which  last  year 
celebrated  its  centenary. 


If  your  grandmother  or  elderly  relative  has  a 
hairbrush  which  she's  used  for  years  and 
which  she  cherishes  above  all  others,  the 
chances  are  it  will  bear  the  stamp  of  Mason 
Pearson.  The  company  trades  if  not  thrives 
on  the  fact  that  its  brushes,  with  their 
cellulose  acetate  handles  and  pneumatic 
rubber  cushions,  are  built  to  last.  And  if 
anyone  doubts  this  claim  there  are  any 
number  of  testimonials  which  Michael 
Pearson  will  only  be  too  glad  to  produce. 

"It  isn't  unusual  for  an  old  lady  of  seventy 
or  eighty  to  write  to  us  and  say  the  hairbrush 
she  has  had  for  forty  years  or  more  is  now  in 
need  of  a  new  rubber  cushion.  I  wonder  how 
many  modem-day  brushes  would  stand  up 
to  such  use,"  reflects  Mr  Pearson. 


His  involvement  in  the  company 
stretches  back  to  the  1930s  when  he  and  his 
brother  joined  the  family  firm,  so  becoming 
the  third  generation  at  the  helm.  Their 
father,  Mason,  had  taken  over  along  with  his 
two  brothers  back  in  1922  from  their 
widowed  mother.  As  a  youth  he  ran  away  to 
sea  and  subsequently  joined  the  mounted 
infantry  in  the  Boer  War. 

With  Mason  on  duty  in  South  Africa  his 
mother  was  faced  with  the  task  of  running 
the  company  on  the  death  of  her  husband  — 
the  founder  Mason  Pearson.  In  1879  Mr 
Pearson  had  migrated  south  from  Bradford 
to  join  the  British  Steam  Co  (later  to  be 
known  as  Raper,  Pearson  &  Gill),  which 
occupied  the  very  same  premises  which  are 
now  being  demolished  in  Bethnal  Green. 
And  it  was  Mason  Pearson  himself  that  set 
the  company  on  the  road  to  success  with  his 
invention,  in  1885,  of  the  pneumatic  rubber 
cushion. 

The  basic  design  has  changed  little  since 
his  time,  though  new  types,  sizes  and  colours 
have  been  introduced.  Even  today's 
advertisements  bear  more  than  a  passing 
resemblance  to  those  appearing  in  1915  in 
many  of  the  same  publications. 

Today's  brush  is  made  up  of  a  number  of 
components:  "bristles  from  India  and  China, 
rubber  from  South  East  Asia,  and  nylon, 
thermoplastic,  wood  and  glue  from  this 
country,"  says  Mr  Pearson. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  rubber  today  but 
in  the  Second  World  War  when  supplies' 
were  scarce  the  company  had  to  resort  to 
using  the  inner  tube  of  bicycle  tyres.  But  the 
family  is  proud  to  say  that  they  never  had  to 
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close  despite  being  badly  bombed  in  the 
blitz  in  1941  when  they  were  down  to  one 
tenth  of  production. 

Today,  the  company  has  a  strong  export 
market  to  maintain.  A  Mason  Pearson 
hairbrush  can  be  found  in  most  countries  of 
the  world  but  not  surprisingly  the  biggest 
market  is  America.  Over  there  a  Mason 
Pearson  hairbrush  is  regarded  as  as  English 
as  strawberries  and  cream  at  Wimbledon. 
Prices  reflect  their  desirability  —  a  brush 
can  cost  anything  up  to  £100. 

Mr  Michael  Pearson  junior,  the  son  of  Mr 
Michael  Pearson,  is  a  director  and  tends  to 
concentrate  on  production.  And  his  sister 
Juliette,  also  a  director,  now  deals  chiefly 
with  sales. 

Many  employees  have  been  with  the  firm 
for  decades;  some  are  in  their  70s  and  one, 
just  retired  at  84,  had  been  with  the  company 
since  she  was  14. 

"On  the  whole,  we  have  been  very  lucky," 
says  Mr  Pearson,  "despite  the  removal  to  new 
premises  we  have  been  able  to  keep  our 
workforce  of  70  fairly  intact.  It's  a  blessing  as 
it  takes  a  long  time  to  fully  tram  someone," 
says  Mr  Pearson. 

Even  to  this  day  a  lot  of  the 
manufacturing  processes  are  done  by  hand. 


"We  can't  afford  to  let  busmess  lag  behind  m 
the  face  of  competition  but  I  cannot  see  the 
day  arriving  when  'hands'  are  eliminated," 
says  Mr  Pearson.  "We  are  not  going  to 
sacrifice  quality  for  mechanisation". 

The  new  site  is  a  far  cry  from  the 
Victorian  converted  stables  and  cobble 
stones  in  Bethnal  Green  by  the  Grand  Umon 
canal.  Thirty  years  old,  the  Stratford  site's 
9,000  sq  ft  of  floor  space  is  some  7,000  sq  ft 
smaller  than  the  old  premises  but  will  lend 
itself  to  improved  production  and  efficiency. 
Even  so  it  is  with  some  reluctance  and 
nostalgia  that  the  firm  is  uprooting  itself. 

The  process  of  movmg  has  unearthed  all 
sorts  of  memorabilia  which  has  been  tucked 
away  by  previous  generations  and  long  been 
forgotten  about.  Juliette  Pearson  found  some 
old  photographs  of  her  great,  great 
grandmother  and  grandfather  which  she 
had  never  seen  before,  while  sorting  through 
some  drawers. 

And  now  that  the  old  building's  secrets 
have  all  been  given  up  and  the  rooms 
stripped  bare,  one  can't  help  but  wonder 
whether  the  artisan  workshops  which  the 
Crown  Commissioners  plan  to  erect  in  the 
building's  place,  will  still  be  standing  100 
years  from  now.

Thirty  seven 
make  the  grade 

Thirty  seven  pharmacy  students  at 
the  Queen's  University  of  Belfast 
were  successful  in  their  final 
examinations,  the  June  meeting  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  was 
told. 

Four  students  were  awarded  first  class 
honours  degrees,  14  a  second  class  upper, 
17  a  second  class  lower,  with  one  third  and 
one  pass. 

A  report  on  continuing  pharmacy 
education  in  Northern  Ireland 
recommends  the  appointment  of  a  director 
of  pharmaceutical  continuing  education. 
The  report,  prepared  by  the  post 
qualification  education  and  training  of 
pharmacists  subcommittee,  is  to  be  looked 
at  in  detail  by  Council,  which  has  long 
supported  the  view  that  a  director  would 
be  essential  to  provide  a  fully  co-ordinated 
and  cost-effective  continuing  education 
programme.

registration  as  students  were  approved: 
Roisin  Teresa  Cosgrove,  "Ardeen"  The 
Roddens,  Lame,  co  Antrim;  Jacqueline 
Frances  Hamill,  183  Raceview  Road, 
Ballymena,  co  Antrim;  Kim  Colinda 
Macaw,  "The  Nook"  66  Belfast  Road, 
Comber,  co  Down;  and  John  Michael 
Timoney,  7  Strangford  Road,  Lisburn,  co 
Antrim.

Over  200,000  multi-organ  donor 
cards  are  to  be  issued  over  the 
Summer  in  Northern  Ireland  as  part 
of  a  major  campaign  to  persuade 
more  people  to  "carry  the  card". 

The  Northern  Ireland  Kidney  Research 
Fund  is  spearheading  the  campaign  with 
the  backing  of  the  DHSS,  and  local  BBC 
personality  Wendy  Austin  will  feature 
prominently  in  publicity  material. 

The  campaign  will  use  a  television 
commercial  featuring  Wendy  Austin  and 
two  local  people  who  have  enjoyed  a  new 
life  since  having  kidney  transplant 
operations.  During  the  Summer  various 
supermarkets  will  be  issuing  "Carry  the 
card"  carrier  bags  in  a  series  of  three-day 
promotions  around  the  Province. 

Outdoor  poster  sites,  leaflets, 
newspaper  advertisements  and  display 
material  will  also  be  used.  Cards  will  be 
available  at  health  centres,  hospitals, 
social  security  offices,  public  libraries  and 
leisure  centres.

Making  sense  of 
distribution  policies  

The  recent  announcement  by  Sterling  Wmthrop  that  they  are 
marketing  Panadol  through  non-pharmacy  outlets  represents  a 
change  in  policy  by  a  manufacturer  who,  up  until  now,  has  always 
supported  retail  pharmacy.  Many  will  have  viewed  their  decision 
with  regret.  Your  contributor,  Xrayser,  expressed  the  views  of 
nany  in  a  recent  article  castigating  the  company  for  its  decision. 

However,  I  have  a  feeling  that  although  the  announcement 
:ould  have  been  made  with  a  little  more  tact  and  explanation,  the 
ationale  behind  the  announcement  is  not  too  difficult  to 
mderstand.  Firstly,  very  few  pharmacists  actually  recommend 
3anadol  and  sales  have  probably  remained  fairly  static  for  some 
lme.  I  hazard  a  guess  that  most  pharmacists  when  asked  for  or 
vhen  recommending  paracetamol,  probably  supply  a  non- 
Handed  pack  which  is  cheaper  and  more  economical  to  the 
:ustomer.  Panadol  itself  is  only  supplied  if  someone  actually  asks 
or  it.  There  must  come  a  time  when  the  disappointing  turnover, 
hrough  a  restricted  number  of  outlets,  falls  to  the  point  where  the 
nanufacturer  must  consider  his  position  if  the  brand  is  not  to 
liminish. 

But,  surely,  it  does  not  need  a  genius  to  work  out  that  the 
irmcipal  reason  for  the  Sterling  Winthrop  decision  is  the 
/retched  blacklist.  Over  night  many  large  manufacturers  were 
aced  with  the  loss  of  a  substantial  amount  of  their  turnover,  for 
ome  running  into  millions  of  pounds.  This  has  to  be  recovered 
nd  the  result  and  commercial  success  of  the  Panadol  decision  will 
ie  watched  very  closely  by  other  manufacturers  as  they  attempt  to 
ecoup  their  lost  turnover.  For  instance,  could  we  not  expect  to 
ee,  say,  Wyeth  marketing  Algipan  more  widely,  Beechams 
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Jailor  made 
finance 
for  Chemists

There  must  come  a  point  in  time  when 
companies  say  enough  is  enough,  we  are 
going  out  into  the  market-place,  widening 
our  distribution  and  recouping  as  much  as 
possible  of  our  lost  turnover.  That  to  me 
makes  commercial  common  sense  and  is 
no  more  than  any  of  us  do  in  our  own 
businesses  in  diversifying  into  other  areas 
which  are  not  normally  thought  of  as 
traditionally  pharmaceutical.  Doubtless, 
the  above  mentioned  companies  would 
claim,  "that  they  have  no  plans  at  present 
to  change  their  pharmacy  only  policy." 
But  rest  assured  they  are  watching  the 
situation  like  hawks,  There  may  also  be 
attempts  to  have  "P"  products  transferred  to 
GSL  for  this  to  take  fuller  effect. 

Perhaps  in  future  all  manufacturers 
would  find  that  it  always  pays  when 
announcing  a  change  in  policy  to  at  least 
give  an  explanation,  however  tenuous,  as 
bland  statements  tend  only  to  generate 
misunderstanding  and  ill-will.

Computers  and 
stock  orders  

Recently  Unichem  have  disassociated 
themselves  from  "alien"  computer 
labelling  system  manufacturers  (Business 
News  last  week).  I  feel  that  statements 
issued  relating  to  this  require  further 
comment. 

It  is  true  that  certain  labelling  system 
manufacturers  are  advertising  facilities  to 
order  from  all  wholesalers.  In  fact,  they 
cannot  do  so  without  fully  developed 
software  and  transmission  protocols  for 
each  wholesaler,  and  I  applaud  Unichem 
if  the  intention  of  their  Press  release  was  to 
warn  unsuspecting  pharmacists  against 
such  claims. 

However,  I  do  not  wish  John 
Richardson  Computers  Ltd  to  be 
associated  with  the  above  and  feel  that  the 
record  of  my  company  illustrates  a 
determination  to  further  the  real  interests 
of  pharmacists,  and  the  profession  as  a 
whole.  To  this  end  we  have  invested  a  great 


deal  of  time  and  effort  in  developing  the 
necessary  labelling  systems,  and  now  the 
software  to  allow  pharmacists  to  create 
orders  and  to  transmit  these  to  a 
wholesaler  of  choice.  Items  are  ordered 
automatically  whilst  labelling,  without  the 
need  to  enter  and  maintain  stock  levels  or 
to  key  in  product  code  and  quantity  for 
every  item  to  be  ordered. 

The  benefits  are  obvious  as  regards 
effortless  ordering  and  stock  control,  and 
more  importantly,  the  pharmacist  can 
attain  these  benefits  without  being  tied 
permanently  to  any  particular  wholesaler. 
Ideally,  a  pharmacist  dissatisified  with  his 
wholesaler's  policy  or  service  should  be 
able  to  close  his  account  or  reduce  order 
levels.  He  would  like  to  transmit  to  another 
wholesaler  without  replacing  his  labeller 
(the  present  situation  may  require  him  to 
pay  off  outstanding  and  expensive  rental 
agreements).  There  are  many  pitfalls  in  a 
monopoly  situation  which  are  not  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  proprietor  pharmacist. 

The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union 
agrees,  and  has  adopted  a  single 
transmission  protocol  to  be  used  by  all

Fortunately,  other  wholesalers  have 
had  more  foresight,  and  are  receiving  our 
full  support  in  future  developments.  Some 
are  changing  their  present  systems  over  to 
ours,  and  are  contemplating  subsidising 
new  John  Richardson  labellers  in  selected 
pharmacies.  While  such  systems  will  send 
automatic  orders  only  to  the  subsidising 
wholesaler,  the  program  can  easily  be 
amended  to  order  from  elsewhere  if 
dissatisfaction  arises  at  a  later  date, 
perhaps  with  another  wholesaler  taking 
over  the  subsidy  and  maintenance  of  the 
system.  Alternatively,  pharmacists  not 
wishing  to  be  tied  can  at  any  time  choose 


to  order  from  several  wholesalers  of  their 
choice.  This  is  a  completely  flexible 
system,  for  the  wholesaler  and  the 
pharmacist,  with  benefits  to  both. 

Details  will  shortly  be  released  of 
wholesalers  offering  automatic-order 
facilities  to  the  2,500  existing  Richardson 
users.  It  appears  that  Unichem,  aloof  in 
their  ivory  tower,  cannot  presently  be 
included  on  that  list.  This  can  only  be  of 
benefit  to  other  wholesalers  and  their 
customers,  an  opportunity  I  feel  sure  they 
will  seize  over  the  coming  months.

Incentive  pay 

Over  the  past  few  months  members  of  my 
staff  have  been  completing  the  NPA's  staff 
training  course  and  filling  in  the  task 
sheets  associated  with  it. 

Some  members  of  staff  have  been  with 
me  several  years  but  all  have  found  the 
course  worthwhile  —  as  have  I  when  put 
on  the  spot  to  answer  specific  questions. 
They  have  gained  a  lot  of  extra  knowledge 
and  refreshed  and  clarified  their  minds  on 
much  more,  with  the  result  that  they  are 
able  to  help  customers  confidently  on  a 
wider  range  of  products  to  the  benefit  of 
the  customer  and  the  pharmacy.

complete  the  course  and  a  recognition  that 
better  trained  staff  help  bring  business. 

I  have  been  very  pleased  with  the 
course  (which  incidentally  can  also  be 
used  as  an  introduction  course  for  part- 
time  staff)  and  thoroughly  commend  it.

Views  on 
importing 


I  refer  to  your  supplement  of  the  June  28, 
which  was  a  refreshingly  objective  review 
of  the  current  status  of  parallel  importing. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  observe  a 
gradual  convergence  of  opinion  between 
bodies  such  as  the  ABPI  and  major 
pharmaceutical  importers.  Certainly  we 
would  concur  entirely  with  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  Mr  Jim  Matthews  (ABPI 
commercial  affairs  director)  on  two 
counts.  Firstly,  it  is  clear  that  parallel 
importing  —  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent 
—  is  here  to  stay.  However,  this  only 
serves  to  endorse  the  importance  of  the 
other  area  of  our  total  agreement:  the  rigid 
enforcement  of  the  PL  (PI)  scheme.  It  is 
only  when  the  DHSS  takes  positive  and 
decisive  action  against  those  importers 
who  flaunt  the  regulations  that  the  safety  of 
the  patient  will  be  assured. 

I  would,  however,  like  to  reassure  Mr 
Matthews  that  the  safety  of  patients  is 
already  protected  by  those  importers  who 
operate  within  current  legislation  and  the 
conditions  of  their  licences.  To  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  Manufacturers 
(Assembly  Only)  Licence  and  the  PL  (PI) 
the  site  of  manufacture,  the  EEC 
wholesaler  and  the  route  and  method  of 
transport  of  every  product  must  be 
documented.  Further,  all  imports  must  be 
identified  and  catalogued  upon  receipt  to 
standards  which  are  agreed  between  the 
importer  and  the  DHSS.  The  history  of  the 
product  is  fully  documented  and  the 
possibility  of  counterfeit  products 
reaching  the  consumer  remote. 

The  other  concern  expressed  by  Mr 
Matthews  was  that  of  patient  confusion 
arising  from  products  which  may  be

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different  from  their  UK  equivalent.  It 
should  be  said  that  something  in  the  region 
of  75  per  cent  of  Eurochem  imported 
products  are  identical  in  shape,  size  and 
colour  to  their  UK  counterpart.  Some  15 
per  cent  have  different  identification 
markings  and  only  10  per  cent  are  of  a 
different  size  or  colour.  This  variation 
compares  extremely  favourably  to  the 
enormous  variation  in  size,  shape,  colour 
and  markings  of  UK  manufactured 
generics. 

In  closing  I  would  re-state  the  apparent 
consensus  view  that  the  use  of  imported 
pharmaceuticals  is  here  to  stay.  It  is  crucial 
that  the  DHSS  takes  steps  to  remove  those 
individuals  or  organisations  who  operate 
outside  the  terms  of  their  licences  and  with 
little  regard  to  patient  safety.  In  the 
meantime  pharmacists  who  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  the  price  differentials  offered 
by  imported  products  should  choose  a 
reputable  importer  from  whom  they  can 
confidently  buy  licenced  and  labelled 
products  which  comply  fully  with  legal 
requirements.

Misconceptions 

Dr  G.J.  Nevitt  of  Billesdon,  Leics  (C&D 
June  21)  suggests  that  some  GPs  are 
forced  into  dispensing,  and  that  such  small 
numbers  could  be  involved  that  the 
practice  would  be  out  of  pocket,  because 
of  the  discount  clawback.  The  double 
reimbursements  that  dispensing  doctors 
receive  amply  cover  any  clawback,  and  it 
is  virtually  impossible  to  work  at  a  loss. 

He  says  that  the  chemist  can  choose 
where  he  opens  his  pharmacy,  subject  to 
Clothier.  Since  Clothier  can  refuse  an 
application,  I  would  hardly  call  this  a 
freedom  to  pick  and  choose.  With  the  new 
contract  there  will  be  further  control. 

Dr  Nevitt  then  steps  into  the  realms  of 
conjecture,  since  he  admits  that  he  has  no 
facts,  when  he  discusses  the  profits  of  a 
pharmacy  and  how  they  are  divided.  He 
talks  of  profits  on  non-dispensing  business 
being  the  reason  why  pharmacies  are 
viable,  not  whether  a  rural  community 
needs  a  dispensing  service.  These  sort  of 
remarks  are  reminiscent  of  the  argument 
that  doctors  are  capable  of  doing  all  things 
that  a  pharmacist  does.  An  amusing  idea, 
but  another  misconception.  One  wonders 
if  has  even  heard  of  the  Nuffield  Inquiry. 

I  suppose  the  biggest  misconception  of 
all  is  the  suggestion  that  reimbursements 
are  paid  to  rural  doctors  because  of  all  the 
calls  and  supplies  made  for  urgent  cases 
etc.  However,  all  doctors  are  paid  to  treat 
patients  on  an  urgent  basis,  and  there  is  an 
allowance  made  in  their  contracts  to  cover 


these  eventualities. 

Finally,  I  think  that  my  remark 
concerning  children's  education  has  been 
misconstrued.  I  was  not  making  a  political 
point  on  state  or  private  education.  I  find 
Dr  Nevitt's  remark  rather  amazing,  since 
he  started  his  letter  by  referring  to  the  poor 
profits  some  dispensing  doctors  may  be 
forced  to  make.  If  doctors  were  to  choose 
private  education  for  their  children,  they 
must  assess  the  costs  of  such  education, 
and  the  costs  paid  out  must  be  related  to 
profits  coming  in. 

I  wonder  how  many  doctors  appealing 
against  an  application  of  a  pharmacy  to 
open  in  a  rural  area  complain  about  the 
affect  of  such  a  move  on  their  livelihood. 
Some  have  even  been  known  to  threaten 
that  the  number  of  doctors  would  be 
reduced  because  of  the  effect  on  profits. 
Certainly  in  defending  their  situation 
dispensing  doctors  state  their 
commitments,  and  the  Rural  Dispensing 
Committee  is  there  to  give  due 
consideration  to  these  claims. 

The  RPA  is  anxious  to  see  that  rural 
practices  are  duly  paid  for  their  extra 
efforts,  but  not  at  the  expense  of 
pharmacists  or  at  the  loss  of 
pharmaceutical  services  to  rural  patients.

Search  toothbrush 
claims  justified 

A  complaint  made  by  Oral-B  about 
Stafford-Mines' "s  claims  for 
Sensodyne  Search  toothbrushes 
was  unjustified,  the  Code  of 
Advertising  Practice  Committee  has 
decided. 

Oral-B  objected  to  an  advertising 
leaflet  mailed  to  the  dental  profession  and 
featuring  the  results  of  an  independent 
survey  among  dentists  and  hygienists. 

The  complaint  asserted  that  Stafford- 
Miller's  commissioning  of  the  survey  was 
not  made  clear,  that  claims  were  made  for 
a  children's  brush  not  included  in  the 
survey,  and  that  suggestions  of 
overwhelming  and  growing  preference  for 
the  range  were  misleading. 

On  studying  survey  results,  the 
committee  found  that  the  children's  brush 
had  been  included,  and  the 
commissioning  of  the  study  sufficiently 
clarified  in  a  footnote.  It  concluded  that 
the  figures  supplied  meant  the  claim  for 
"overwhelming  preference"  was  not 
unreasonable,  and  after  seeing  the  results 
of  a  similar  survey  conducted  last  year, 
raised  no  objection  to  the  claim  for 
"growing  preference."  No  further  action 
was  deemed  necessary. 


CD  script  spotted 

Dublin-born  Brian  Aherne  paid  £2 
for  a  blank  prescription  and  then 
attempted  to  obtain  a  heroin 
substitute  from  a  pharmacy. 

But  staff  were  aware  that  the 
prescription  had  come  from  a  surgery 
where  there  had  been  a  burglary  in  April. 

Mr  Aheme,  a  26-year-old  builder's 
labourer  of  Leveter  House,  Somers  Town 
Road,  Camden  Town,  admitted 
dishonestly  handling  a  prescription  in  the 
Greater  London  area  on  July  1 .  He  also 
admitted  attempting  to  obtain  dishonestly 
30  Diconal  tablets  from  Boot's  at  Camden 
High  Street,  on  July  1. 

His  solicitor,  Mr  John  Brennan,  said 
Mr  Aheme  had  been  a  drug  addict  but 
had  had  treatment  at  a  centre  for  three 
weeks.  He  was  hoping  to  continue  to  have 
treatment  for  his  addiction. 

He  paid  £2  for  the  prescription  from  a 
man  he  met  in  Tottenham  Court  Road.  Mr 
Aherne  was  arrested  when  staff  at  Boots 
realised  that  the  prescription  came  from  a 
blank  pad  stolen  from  a  surgery. 

Mr  Aherne,  who  was  of  previous  good 
character,  was  remanded  for  reports  until 
July  30  on  bail  with  a  surety  of  £250.

Makers  protected  —  but  no 
end  to  liabiity  dispute 


Proposed  product  liability 
legislation  will  protect 
manufacturers  from  claims  against 
product  defects  they  could  not  have 
foreseen  —  but  will  not  impose 
financial  restrictions  on  liability. 

The  decision,  announced  last  week  by 
the  Minister  for  Corporate  and  Consumer 
Affairs  Michael  Howard,  got  a  qualified 
welcome  from  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association  director  Tim  Astill.  Mr  5  still 
said  the  NPA  was  "particularly  glad"  to  see 
the  inclusion  of  the  development  risks 
defence,  and  described  the  decision  on 
financial  limits  as  "understandable  from 
the  claimant's  point  of  view." 

But,  Mr  Astill  warned,  the  decision 
would  push  up  insurance  costs  and 
therefore  prices.  He  called  on  the 
Government  to  consider  having  product 
liability  costs  underwritten  by  the  state. 

The  legislation  follows  an  EEC 
directive  which  places  responsibility  for  a 
defective  product  firmly  with  the 
manufacturer,  provided  the  claimant 
proves  the  damage,  the  defect  and  the  link 
between  them. 

The  directive  allows  member  states  to 
choose  whether  to  include  the 
controversial  development  risks  defence, 
which  protects  the  manufacturer  if  he 
could  not  have  been  expected  to  discover 
the  defect  given  the  state  of  scientific 
knowledge  at  the  time  of  production.  It 
also  gives  countries  the  option  of  imposing 
financial  restrictions  on  liability. 

The  Minister  said  he  was  not  swayed  by 
arguments  that  financial  limits  be  imposed 

DHSS  'short  on 
inspectors"  

A  shortage  of  DHSS  Medicines 
Inspectorate  staff  is  causing 
unnecessary  suffering  for  patients, 
says  a  Tory  MP. 

Only  17  of  the  Medicines 
Inspectorate's  establishment  of  21 
inspectors  are  currently  in  post,  Health 
Minister  Barney  Hayhoe  told  Michael 
Grylls  (North- West  Surrey)  in  a 
Parliamentary  answer  on  July  7. 

Mr  Grylls  told  C&D:  "I  will  definitely 
be  pressing  the  Minister  to  fill  these  posts 
as  quickly  as  possible.  The 
pharmaceutical  industry  is  complaining 
j  that  there  are  now  worrying  delays  in  the 
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in  order  to  keep  manufacturers'  insurance 
bills  down.  In  the  "very  few"  cases  where 
limits  might  be  applied,  he  said,  claimants 
"would  be  placed  in  the  absurdly  unjust 
position  of  being  treated  either  on  a  first 
come,  first  served  basis  or  receiving 
compensation  for  only  a  fraction  of  the 
damage  they  have  suffered."  Because  the 
directive  gives  products  a  ten-year 
"liability  life",  consumers  would  also  face 
a  ten-year  wait  in  case  of  later  claims. 

The  announcement  has  caused  dispute 
among  other  organisations.  The 
Confederation  of  British  Industry 
welcomed  the  inclusion  of  the 
development  risks  defence,  said  their 
director  of  company  and  environmental 
affairs  Graham  Mason,  particularly  for 
industries  such  as  pharmaceuticals, 
"working  on  the  threshold  of 
development."  It  was,  however, 
disappointed  at  the  lack  of  restrictions  on 
financial  liability. 

But  there  was  strong  criticism  from  the 
Consumers'  Association,  which  accused 
the  Government  of  "copping  out  under 
pressure  from  the  CBI."  The  development 
risks  defence  would  be  "a  gap  in 
compensation  cover  through  which  the 
victims  of  another  Thalidomide  disaster 
could  fall"  said  the  Association.  It  intends 
to  press  the  Government  to  exclude  the 
development  risk  defence. 

An  ABPI  spokesman  welcomed  the 
decision  to  include  development  risk 
defence  in  UK  legislation.  "If  the 
Government  had  not  accepted  the 
principle  it  would  have  had  fundamental 
implications  for  UK  drug  research."

BRA  director  Tom  McNally  said  the 
lorry  ban  did  nothing  to  help  traffic 
problems  and  added  to  retailers'  costs  and 
therefore  to  prices.

A  US  subsidiary,  the  Ace  Comb 
Company,  and  the  Australian  soft  drinks 
operation  have  been  sold  off  for  f  12m 
altogether.  Both  businesses  were  working 
at  a  loss,  but,  Beecham  say,  "they 
represented  a  very  small  part  of  the 
group's  operations  in  the  USA  and 
Australia". 

Beecham  announced  their  plans  to 
shed  non-core  firms  last  month.  Other 
businesses  being  sold  are  the  home 
improvements  division,  the  wines  and 
spirits  business  and  Germaine  Monteil 
cosmetics.  The  latest  firms  have  been 
bought  by  Goody  Products  and  the  Amatil 
group.

Ciba  Geigy's  OTC  division  has  had 
a  difficult  year  because  of  the 
limited  list  and  increasing 
competition  from  delisted  products. 

The  effects  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Price 
Regulation  Scheme  prevented  growth  in 
ethicals.  But  the  company  was  not  as  badly 
hit  by  the  limited  list  as  some  others 
because  its  product  range  largely  falls 
outside  the  restricted  area,  says  chairman 
Mr  A.  Rae  in  the  annual  report. 

Total  pharmaceutical  sales  were  £95 
million,  6  per  cent  up  on  last  year.  Group 
pre-tax  profit  was  £17. 6m,  with  turnover  at 
£592. 2m.  Mr  Rae  says  that  rising  labour 
costs  meant  the  company's  international 
competitiveness  remained  static  or  in  some 
cases  declined.  He  maintains  that  external 
factors  played  a  part  in  this,  "notably 
Government  intervention  in  the 
pharmaceuticals  market",  but  stresses  the 
importance  of  continued  emphasis  on 
performance. 

Total  capital  expenditure  for  1985  was 
£38. 4m,  a  "significant  increase"  on  the 
previous  year,  and  plans  for  1986  include 
further  substantial  increases. 

A  large  proportion  of  this  will  be 
devoted  to  research  into  new  activities 
such  as  advanced  drug  delivery. 


Evans  in  NI  tie 
up  with  Barclays

In  a  move  the  company  says  will 
improve  its  level  of  service  to  the  Province, 
all  orders  are  now  being  assembled, 
despatched  and  invoiced  by  Barclays  from 
their  Newtownabbey  premises.

Swedish  plan's 
second  shot 

In  a  new  bid  to  combine  some  of 
Sweden's  main  pharmaceutical 
forces,  Pharmacia  are  buying  up 
Leo,  and  already  have  85  per  cent  of 
the  voting  rights. 

Previous  attempts  to  merge  Sweden's 
drug  companies  collapsed  when  the  chief 
executive  of  Fermenta,  Refaat  El-Sayeed, 
admitted  to  lying  about  his  academic 
record.  Fermenta  had  planned  to  take 
control  of  Sonessons  —  Leo's  parent 
company  —  and  buy  up  40  per  cent  of 
Pharmacia. 

The  latest  move  involves  Pharmacia 
picking  up  some  of  the  shares  from  Volvo, 
who  have  stakes  both  in  Sonessons  and  in 
Pharmacia  themselves.  According  to 
Pharmacia,  their  Volvo  representatives 
had  no  part  in  the  buying  decision.  A 
tender  offer  is  planned  io  get  the  rest  of  the 
shares  needed  to  take  their  stake  over  90 
per  cent. 

Pharmacia  say  it  has  become  harder 
for  small  companies  to  cope  with 
international  competition.  "Leo  essentially 
lack  a  marketing  organisation  of  their  own 
outside  Northern  Europe.  The  Pharmacia 
group  has  a  strong  subsidiary 
organisation.  Through  marketing  Leo's 
products  —  chiefly  the  cancer 
preparations  —  with  Pharmacia's  help, 
sales  should  increase  considerably". 

The  advantages  of  the  deal  are  less 
direct  for  some  product  areas,  such  as 
Leo's  anti-smoking  and  dental 
preparations,  they  say.  Details  are  to  be 
drawn  up  with  managers  and  staff  over  the 
next  few  months.
